1970, be taken over by 
the Society for the Institute for Design of Electrical Measur- 
ing Instruments, Bombay and the Institute will cease to func- 
tion as a sub-ordinate office of the Small Scale Industries 
Development Organisation from the afternoon of the 31st 
March, 1970,
